«© ancient Courage, Faith and Allegiance of our own People, with 
© whom we have often ventur'd Our life for the honour of this 
« Nation, and in whoſe defence againſt all Enemies We are firmly 
reſolved to live and die: And therefore We ſolemnly conjure 
« Our Subjects to lay aſide all manner of Amimoſities, Jealouſfies 
© and Prejudices, and heartily and cheartully co unice together in 
*the defence of Us and their native Country, which thing alone 
« will (under God) defeat and fruſtrate the principal Hope and 
© Deſign of Our Enemies, who expe to find Our Peopledivided, 
* and by publiſhing yorge ſome plauſible Reaſons of their com- 
*ing hither, as the ſpecious, tho? falſe pretences of maintaining 
*the Proteſtant Religion, or aſſerting the Liberties and Proper- 
*ties of Our People, do hope thereby to conquer this great and 
renowned Kingdom : Bur albeit the deſign hath been carcied on

© Af{iftance, Countenance or Succour, or from having or holding 
*2ny Correſpondence with theſe Our Enemies, or any of their 
*Complices, upon pain of High-Treaſon, and being proſecuted 
<1nd proceeded againſt with the utmoſt ſeverity. | 

Given at Our Court at Whitehall the 28th. fe Septemb.1688. 


The Reader may be pleaſed to obſerve, that Foreign Forces, 
which muſt be French, were declined ; which implies they were 
proffered, and perhaps it had been never the worſe for them, if 
the Iriſh, which conſidering their Religion and temper towards the 
xd are as much Foreigners as the French, had been declined 
t00; for we ſhall ſce they did him much Miſchief, and little or 
no Service. 2. That the meeting of the Parliament was dif. 
charged before ever there was any mention of reſtoring the 
Charters of the Corporations. 

September the 3o. his Grace the Duke of Newcaſtle, the Earl of 
Lindſey, the, Earl of Derby, and the Lord Germyns,and others of the 
Nobility were faid to have offered their Service to his Majeſty, 


and 
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and ſeveral of them had Commiſſions ſent to them to raiſe men' Septernb. 
in their Countries. None of theſe, and very few other of the No- VV 
bility or Gentry coming up, but only ſending Letters, which 
M4 were now thought wonderful Obligations, ſo_ dreadful was the 

thought of che Invaſion at Court, and fo great the diſcontent of 

the whole Body of the Nation for the late Trauſactions. 

On Tueſday the 2d. of Ofober the King declared publickly in Ofober. 
Council, That he would reſtore the Charter of the Gity of Lon- 
don. And in the Evening the Lord Mayor, Aldermen and She- 
riffs of London attended the King at //hireball,where he told them, 
That out of his Concern for the Peace and IWelfare of the City, and as a 
Mark of the great Confidence he had in them at thu time, when the 
Kingdom u« threatned with an Invaſim , be had reſolv:d to reſtore to 
them their Ancient Charter and Priviledges, and to put them into the 

| ſame Condition they were in at the time of the Tudgment pronownted 

inſt them upon the QUO WARRANTO, that /o they might be 

| the better enabled to ſerve him with Duty and Loyalty, which they had 
given the King his Brother and him ſo many Teſtimonies of, and upon 
which be depended. And herenpon he commanded the Lord Chan- 
cellor and the Attorney General to prepare an Inſtrument of Reftau- 
1ation and Confirmation. The ſhops, who had reſolved before 
to ask this the next day, turned that Requeſt into Thanks, for 
his having prevented that part of their Petition. 

The Miniſters by this time became fo ſenfible of their Danger, 
and of the temper of the Nation, that the 2d. day of Ofober = 
pocured a General Pardon; in the beginning of which are theſe 
words: It bas always been Our earneſt Defire ſmce Our Acceſſion to the 

. Crown, that all Our People ſhould live at eaſe, and in full enjoyment of 
Peace and Happineſs under Our Government ; and nothing can be more 
agreeable wnto Us, than that Offenders we be reformed by Atts of 
Mercy extended towards them, rather than Puniſhment ;, Our open Ene- 
mies having upon Repentance found Our Favour ; and althy' beſides Our 
particular Pardons which have been granted to many Perſons, it be not 
long ſince We iſſued forth Our Royal Proclamation of General Pardon to 
all Our People ; yet foraſmuch as they who live moſt peaceably, do often 
fall within the reach of ſome of Our Laws, &c. des the uſual Ex- 
ceptions, were excepted all Treaſons committed or done in the 
parts beyond the Seas, or any other place out of this our Realm, 
and by name Robert Parſons, Edward Matebews, Samuel Venner, An- 
drew Fletcher, Colonel fobn Ramſey, Major Jobn Mauly, —

|| The Pardon here hinted at,came out ſome few days before this; 
| and in that all Corporations and Bodies Politicks were excepted,

ledges, that it was taken notice of; and this new Pardon ſent af- 
ecr the former to ſhew the World the Miniſters were only a little 
| £0 intent upon their own ſecurity (as they had moſt need of this 
| Pardon) fo they never thought of the other. 

On Wedneſday, Ofober the 3d. the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, and 
| the Biſhops of London, Wincheſter, Aſaph, Ely, Chicheſter, Rocheſter, 
a Bath and Wells, and Peterbcrowgh, all in a Body waited upon the 
King, when the Archbiſhop Sake thus to him:

for this Reaſin that 1 then beſonght your Majeſty to command ws once 
more to attend you all together, which ycur Majeſty was pleaſed praci- 
ouſly to allow and encourage. We therefore are here now before you, 
with all Humility, to beg your Permiſſion, that we may ſuggeſt to your 
Majeſty ſuch Advices as we think proper at this nr Lp. conducing 
Fo your Service, and ſo leave them to your Princely Conſideration. Which 
the King being graciouſly pleaſed to permit, the Archbiſhop pro- 
ceeded as followeth. 

I. Our firſt bumble Advice is, That your Majeſty will be Graciouſly

II. That your Majeſty will graciouſly be pleaſed, That no Diſpenſa- 
tion may be granted or continued, by Virtue whereof, any perſon not duly 

walified by Law, bath been, or may be put into any Place, Office, or 
Preferment in Church or State, or in the Univerſities, or continued in 
the ſame, eſpecially ſuch as have Cure of Souls annexed to them ; and 
in particular, that you will be graciouſly pleaſed to _ the Preſident

IV. That your Majeſty will graciouſly be pleaſed to ſet aſide all Li- 
cenſes or Faculties already granted ; by which any perſons of the Romiſh 
Communion may pretend to be enabled to teach Publick Schools ; and 
that no ſuch be granted for the future. 

V. That your Majeity will be graciouſly pleaſed to deſiſt _ the 
Exerciſe of ſuch a Diſpenſing Power, as hath of late been uſed, and to 
permit that Point to be freely and calmly debated and argued, and 
finally ſetled in Parliament. 

VI. That your Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed to inhibit the feur 
Foreign Biſhops, who ſtile themſelves Vicars Apoſtolical, from fur- 
ther invading the - Eccleſiaſtical Juriſdittion which i by Law weſted 
in the Biſhops of this Church. 

VII. That your Majeſty will be pleaſed graciouſly to fill the vacant 
Biſhopricks, and other Eccleſiaſtical Promotions within your Gift, beth in 
England and Ireland, with men of Learning and Piety ;, and in par- 
ticular ( which I muſt own to be my peculiar boldneſs, for *tis done 
without the provity of my Brethren ) That you will be graciouſly 
pleaſed forthwith ts fill the —_— Chair of York ( which 
hath ſo long ſtood empty, and upon which a whole Province depend: ) \ 
with ſome ery worthy Per/cn : For which ( pardon me, Sir, if I am 
boldto ſay ) you have now here before you a very fair Choice. 

VIII. That your Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed to ſuperſede all fur- 
ther Proſecution of Quo Warranto's again Corporations, and toreſtore 
to them their ancient Charters, Priviledges, and Franchiſes, as we hear 
God hath put into your Majeſty's Heart to do for the City of London, 
which we intended to have made otherwiſe cone of our principal Requeſts. 

IX. That if it {o pleaſe your Majeſty, Writs may be 1Jued out. with

X. Above all, That your Majeſty will be graciouſly pleaſed to permit 
your Biſhops to offer you ſuch Motives and Arguments as (we truſt ) may, 
by God's Grace, be effeftual to perſwade your Majeſty to return to the 
Communion of the Church of England, into whoſe moſt boly Catholick 
Faith you were baptized, and im which you were educated, and to which 
it our daily earneſt Prayer to God, that you may be re-united. 

Theſe, Sir, are the humble Advices, which out of Conſcience of the 
Duty we owe toGod, to your Majeſty, and to our Country, wethink fit at 
this time to offer to your Majeſty, as ſuitable to the preſent State of your 
Af airs, and moſt conducing to your Service , and [0 to leave them to your 
Princely Conſideration. And we heartily beſeech Almighty God, 
in whoſe hand the Hearts of all Kings are, fo to diſpoſe and go- 
vern yours, that in all your Thoughts, Words and Works, you 
may ever ſeek his Honour and Glory, and ſtudy to preſerve the 
People committed to your Charge, in Wealth, Peace and Godli- 
nefs, to your own both temporal and eternal Happineſs.

The ſame day the King gave Commiſlion to the Duke of New- 
caſtle to raiſe a Regiment of Foot ; to the Lord Rrandon, and the 
Marquiſs de Miremont, Nephew to the Earl of Feverſham, eacha 
Regiment of Horſo; to nel Henry Gage, and Colonel Silo 
mon Richards Regiments of Foot ; and many Independent Troops 
and Companies to ſeveral of the Nobility and Genrry. 

Ofober the 5th, two days after che Biſhops had made the Ten 
famous als above-recited, the King declared in Council, 
That in purſuance of his Reſolution and Intentions to 
te& the Church of England, and that all Suſpicions and Jea 
fies tothe contrary may be removed, he had thought fit to diffolve 
the Commuſſion for Cauſes Ecclefiaftical, &c. and accordingly did 

ive Directions to the Lord Chancellor of England to caufe the 

to be forthwith done. Now this was only half what was ask- 

ed; it not being declared illegal, nor any Promiſe made, fo ſoon 

as ever the times would ſerve, it ſhould not be renewed : And we 
ſhall ſee the Jeſuits were champing on wIys and bye. 

The ſame day his Majeſty was pleaſed to make the Duke of 
—_— Lord Lientenane of che three Ridings in the County of 
Nork. 

The ſixth of Ofober the King was alſo graciouſly pleaſed to re- 
ſtore to the City of London, all their ancient Franchiſes and Pri- 
viledges, as fully as they enjoyed them before the late Judgment 
upon the Quo Warranto ; and tho Lord Chancellor did them 'the 
Heaner to bring down the Inftrament of Reſticution and Cor 
firmation, under the Great Seal of England. And Sir John Chapman 
was thereby conſtituted Lord Mayorcill the time of Election, and 
was mr ſworn in the Guildhall with the uſual Solemnity. 

The fame day the Aldermen (nowin being) that were'at the 
time of the ſaid Judgment, took their former places, and' the Va- 
cancies were to be ſupplied by the Ele&ion of the Citizens, ac- 
cording to the ancient Cuſtom of che City. 

Andan Addreſs of Thanks was forthwith voted and figned for 
the Favour granted to them. 

October the 1 oth, his Majeſty having received ſeveral Complaines 
of greati Abuſcs commirted in che _ Regulations of che Corpo- 

rations, 
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rations, he thereupon in Council thought fit to authorize and 
require the Lords Lieutenants of the ſeveral Counties to inform 
themſelves of all ſuch Abuſes and Irregularities, within their Lieu- 
tenancies, and to make forthwith Report thereof to his Majeſty, 
together with what they conceive fit to be done for the redrefling 
ofthe ſame: Whereupon he would give ſuch further Orders as 
ſhould be requiſite. But preſſing News coming over from time to 
time of the great Preparations in Holland, thefe flow Mechods ſoon 
appeared unſafe, and not fit to be relied upon ; and therefore it 
became neceſlary to throw up at once this great and beloved ad- 
vantage, now it was utterly impoſlible to keep it any longer. By 
all which we may obſerve, that all was pure Force and Fear; and 
it will appear more fully in what is to follow. 

About the ſame time Sir Thomas Haggerſton, Lieutenant Gover- 
nour of Berwick, gave an account of the unanimous Loyalty of 
that Corporation, and that they had deſired him to make humble 
Suit tohave a Commiſſion ſent down for the railing of a Regiment 
of the Inhabitants, to be afliſting to his Majeſtics Forces there, 
for defence of that place as there may be occaſion. 

The 1 1th of Oeber there was publiſhed' a Form of Prayers to 
beus'd in all Cathedral, Collegiate, and Parochial Churches and 
Chappels, within this Kingdom, during the time of Publick Ap- 
prehenſions from the Danger of Invaſion, and to be added to the 
daily Office both Morning and Evening, immediately after the 
Prayers for the King and the Royal Family. The firſt of theſe 
was a Prayer for Repentance ; the ſecond, for the King. 


Almighty God, the bleſſed and only Potentate, we offer up 0ur bum- 

ble Supplications and Prayers to thy Divine Goodneſs, beſeeching 
thee in thu time of Danger to ſave and protett our moſt gracious King : 
give thy Holy Angels charge over bim ; preſerve bu Royal Perſon in 
Health and Safety ; inſpire him with Wiſdom and Juitice in all bis 
Counſels ; Proſper all his Undertakings for thy Honour and Ser- 
vice with good Succeſs ; Fill bis Princely Heart with a Fatherly Care 
of all bs + web, and give all bu Subjetts Grace always to bear Faith 
and true Allegiance to his Majeſty ; that both King and People joining 
together to promote thy Glory, and conſcientiouſly Zichargin their Du- 
ties in their ſeveral Stations, may all give thee Thanks and Praiſe for 
thy woſt mighty Prote&ion, and for all other thy great Mercies vouch- 
ſafed to m, through Feſm Chriſt thy Son our Saviour. Amen.

I am fully perſuaded, theſe Prayers contributed very confidera- 
bly to the late Revolution, and taught Men they were no mare 
bound to promote any of the late King's Underrakings with their 
Swords than with their Prayers, but what tended to the Honour 


and Service of God : And the very ſupplicating God to Preſerve a 


our Holy Religion, together with our Laws and Ancient Government, 
neceſlarily put Men in mind that they had been endangered; and 
by whom, was as well known 3 and it ſeemed Nonſenſe and Hy- 
pocriſie to pray to God to preſerve theſe, and in the mean time to 
aid and afhiſt the Enemies of both to deſtroy and ruine them.

It was neceſſary to tranſtribe this long Piece, to ſhew what an 
hurry of Confuſion the Nation was then in, and how reaſonable 
it was for the Biſhops in their Seventh Propoſal to defire the Re- 
ſtitucion of all theſe Corporations and Burroughs to their An- 
cient State, without which ( as things had been carried of late 

* eſpecially) it was altogether impoſſible a Free and Legal Parlia- 
ment ſhould be holden. 

. The 12th, of O#ecber his Majeſty having declared his Refoluti- 
on to preſerye the Church of England in all irs Rights and Im- 
munines, as an Evidence of it, ſignified his PJeafure to the Right 
Reverend Father in God the Lord Biſhop of Wincheſter, as Viſitor 
of St. Mary Magdalen College in Oxford, to ſettle that Society Re-

O comply with what you deſire, I will explain ſome things 
T which we talked of before I left Ezgland. I have been in a 
Station of a great noiſe, without Power or Advantage whilſt I 
was in it, and to my Ruine now I am out of it. I know I cannot 
juſtifie my ſelf by ſaying, though it is true, that I thought to have 

evented much Miſchief; for when I found that I could not, 
P* ht to have quitted the Service ; neither is it an Excuſe, 
that I have got none of thoſe things which uſually engage Men 
in publick Afﬀairs: My Quality is the ſame it ever was, and 
my Eftare much worſe, even ruin'd, tho” I was born to a very 
conſiderable one, which I am aſhamed to have ſpoiled, tho? 
notſo much as if I had encreafcd it by indire& means. But to 
go on to what you expe : The pretence to-a Diſpenſing Po w- 
er being not only the firſt thing which was much diſliked ſince 
the death of the late King, but the foundation of all the reſt. I 
ought to _ with that which I had fo little co do with, that 
I never heard it ſpoken of till the time of Aonmonth's Rebellion, 
that the King told ſome of the Council, of which 1 was one, that 
he was refolved to give Employments to Roman Catholicks, it 
being fit that all Perſons ſhould ſerve who could be uſeful, and 
on whom he might depend. I chink every body adviſed him 
againſt it, but with little effeA, as was ſoon ſeen : That Party 
was fo well pleaſed with what the _ had done, that they per- 
ſwaded him to mention it in his Speech at the next meeting of 
the Parliament, which he did, after many Debates whether it 
was proper or not; in all which I oppoſed it, as is known to very 
conſiderable Perſons, ſome of which were of another opinion ; 
for I thought it would engage the King too far, and it ta give

many of them ſuffer'd, who I would fain have ſaved, and yer I 
muſt confeſs with grief, that when the King was reſoly*d, and 
there was no remedy, I did not quit, as I ought to have done, but 
ſerved on in order to the calling another Parliament. In the 
midit of all the preparations for it ; and whilſt the Corporations 
were regulating, the King thought fit to order his Declarations 
to be read in all Churches, of which I moſt folemnly proteſt, I 
never heard one word, till the King dire&ed it in Council. That 
drew on the Petition of my Lord the Archbiſhop of Canterbury, 
andthe other Lords the Biſhops, and their Proſecution, which [1 
was ſo openly againſt, that by arguing continually to ſhew the 
Injuſtice and the Imprudence of it, I brought the Fury of the Ro- 
man Catholicks upon me to ſuch a degree, and ſo unanimouſly, 
that I was juſt ſinking, and I wiſh I had then ſunk ; bur-whatever 
I did fooliſhly co preſerve my ſelf,1 continued ſtill to be the Obje&t 
of their hatred, and I refoly'd to ſerve the publick as well as.I 
could, which I am ſure moſt of the conſiderable Proteſtants then 
at Court can teltifie ; and ſo can one very eminent man of the 
Country, whom I would have perſwaded tojcome into buſineſs, 
which he might have done, to have helped me to reſiſt the vio- 
IEnceof thoſe in power ; but hedeſpaired of bcing able to do any 
good, and therefore would not engage. Sometime after came the 
firſt News of the Priace's deſigns, which were not then look'd on 
as they have proyed, no body tareſecing the Miracles he has done 
by his wonderful Prudence, Condu&, and Courage; for the great- 
eſt ching which has been undertaken theſe thouſand years, or per- 
haps ever, could not be cfftefted without Vertues hardly to be 
imagined till ſeen nearer hand. Upon the firſt thought of his 
coming I laid hold of the opportunity to. preſs the King to 
do ſeveral things which I would have had done ſooner ; the 
chief of which were-to reſtore Magdalen Colledge , and all o- 
ther Eccleſiaſtical Preferments, which had been diverted from

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what they were. intended for, to take off my Lord Biſhop of Ofober. 
Lindon's Suſpenſion, to put the Counties into the ſame hands ww 


they were in ſome time before; to annul the Eccletiaſtical 
Court, and to reſtore entirely all the Corporations of England. 
Theſe things were done — by the help of ſome a- 
bout the King : and it was then thoughe I had deſtroyed my 
ſelf, by enraging again the whole Roman Catholick Party to 
ſuch a height as had not been ſeen; _ diſperſed Libels of me 
every day, told the King that I betrayed him, that I ruined him 
by poomating him to make ſuch ſhameful Condeſcentions 3 bur

of all by hindring the ſecuring the chief ef the dilaffeaed 45 


Nobility and Gentry, which was propoſed as a certain way to 
break all che Prince's Meaſures; and by adviſing his Majeſty to 
call a Free Parliament, and togdepend upon that, rather than up- 
on foreign Affiſtance. Ir is true I did give him thoſe Counſels 
which were called weak, to the laft moment he ſuffered me in his 
Service ; thenI was accuſed of holding Correſpondence with the 


Prince, and it was every where ſaid amongſt them, That no ber- 


ter could be expected from a man fo related as I was to the Bedford 
and Lejcefter Families, and fo allied to Duke Hamilton, and the 
Marquiſs of Halifax. Afcer this, Accuſations of High Treaſon were 
brought againſt me, which, with ſome other reaſons relating to Af- 
fairs abroad, drewthe Kings diſpteafure upon me, ſo as to turri me 
out of all without any coniideration, and yet I thought I eſcaped 
well, expe&ing nothing leſs than the loſs of my head, as my Lord 
Middleton can tell, and I believe none about the Court thought 0- 
therwiſe; nor had ict been otherwiſe, if my Diſgrace had been de- 
ferred a day longer. All chings being prepared for ic, I was put out 
the 27th ofOFober,the Roman Catholicks having beentwo Months 
working the King up toit, without intermiſſion, befides the ſeveral 
Attacks they had made upon me before, and the unuſual afliftance 
they obtained todo what they thought ſo neceſlary for the carry- 
ing on their Afﬀairs, of which they never had greater hope then 
at that time, as may be remembred by any who were then at 
London. But you deſired I would ſay ſomething to you of heland, 
which I will do in very few words, but exadly true. 

My Lord Tyrconnel has been ſo abſolute there, that 1 never had 
the credit to make an Enſign, or keep one in, nor to preſerve 
fome of my Friends; for whom 1 was much concerned, from the 
laſt Opp and Injuftice, tho?

Friends, particularly my Lord Godolphin who knows it to be true,

| cannot omit ſaying ſomethirlg of France, there having been 
ſo much talk of a League between the two Kings. I do proteſt 
I never knew of any ; and if there were fuch a thing, it was car- 
ried on by other fort of Men laſt Summer. Indeed French Ships 
were offered to join with our Fleet, and they were refuſed ; ſince 
the noiſe of the Prince's deſign more Ships were offered, and it 
' was agreed how they ſhould be commanded, if ever deſired. I 
OP fo to death the accepting of them, as well as any afliftance 
| of Men, and can ſay molt cruly, that I was the principal means

| Endeavours againſt it. I lie under many other Misfortunes and 
Afiicions extreme heary, but I hope they have brought me to 
| reflet_ on the occaſion of them, the looſe, negligent, unthink- 
| ing life I have hitherto led, ering oem. pecually hurried 
away from all good Tooughty by P [Mench, Vanity 
| - ef the Court, or by Buſineſs : re AI I ang 
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all che diſorders my former life had brought upon me, and that I Oober, 
ſhall ſpend the remaining part of it in begging of Almighty God, Www 
| that he will pleaſe either to put an end co my ſufferings, or to give 

| me ſtrength to bear them; one of which he will certainly grant 
b to ſuch as rely on him, which 1 hope I do, with the Submiſſion 
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that becomes a gond Chriſtian. I would enlarge on this Subject, | 
but that I fear you might think ſomething elſe to bethe reaſon of

Sicur Bentmg, and the Sieur Cuerkerker, and the Mailhal de Schom- 
| berg went on Board ſuch another Frigat. And the 20th. molt of 
| , the Fleet was ſeen in the Morning from Schevelingue, when the 
| Wind-coming more Weſterly, and the next Night proving v 
| ſtormy, it obliged them to come in again, having ſuffered ma 
derable damage, 400 Horſes being thrown over-board, and ſeve- 
ral dead men, and one of their Men of War was ſtranded, and ar- 
other diſabled. | 

There was very little of this Story true, but it was a Report ſet 
on fout to deceive the Court here, and it had the effet which was 
expected, and the Prieſts b2gin to boaſt very much of the Afli- 
ſtaace they expected from the Virgm Mary, and the reſt of the 
Saints, who had been powerfully follicited to confound this Here- | 
tical Fleer. The firſt of November we were again told from the 
Hague, that the damage the Dutch Fleet had ſuſtain'd by the late 
Storms, was greater than was at firſt reported ; That there were 
1500 Horſes dead or unſerviceable, That the Prince of Orange 
had loſt moſt of his own Horſes, and the Marſhal ds Schomberg 
the beſt of his ; That his Sori Count Charles Schomberg was in 
great danger, the Ship he was in having ſpent her main Maſt ; 
That a Captain of Horſe in y Sieur Benting's Regirgent was 4 
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Oeber. ſing, with his whole Troop; and two Captains of Foot Guards 
were likewiſe miſſing with: their Companies; That to ſupply theſe

loſſes a great many freſh Horſes were ordered to be ſent to the + 


Fleet ; and thatit was ſaid the Regiment of the Baron de Frizes 
ſhould be imbarkt; That in the mean time the Prince of Orange 
continued at Helwoetſluys, — to fail again ſo ſoon as the 
Fleet was in a condition, and the Weather would permit. Thus 
was our Court at thattime impoſed upon for want of good intelli-

® About this time a parcel of the Prince of Orange's Declarations 
were intercepted in Londen, upon reading that expreſſion in it , 
That the Prince was moſt earneſtly invited hither by divers of the 
Lords both Spiritual and Temporal, and by many Gentlemen, and others, 
The King ſent for ſome of the Biſhops again, and required of them

This Proclamation had the fame effe& with all the reſt of their 
Counſels, for men ſuſpe&ed thereupon, that there was much more 
in the Declarations and Papers than they afterwards found, and 
accordingly became more deſirous by far to ſee it ; and the Spaniſh 
Ambaſſador here in London gave them ( as I have been credibly 
informed) to whoſoever deſired them. 

For about al:fr-ſt thres Weeks together the Wind ſtood perp2- 
eually Weſt ; during all which time the common queſtion was 
every morning , Where is the Wind to day? And a Seaman was 
obſerved to curſe the Dragon in Cheapfide, for turning his Head 
where his Tail ſhould be. But in the latter end of Ofober the 
Wind came Eaſt, to the great Sorrow of the Roman Catholicks , 
and the Joy of the reſt of the Nation And when all men expec- 
ed the Invaſion would tall on the North, the third of Nowember 
berween ten and eleven of the Clock the Dutch Fleet was diſco» 
yzred about half Seas over, berween Calice and Dower, and about 
five this numerous Fleet was paſſed by that Town, ſteering a 
rom Weſtward, the Wind at Eaſt North-Eaſt, a freſh 
Gale. 

Tha fame day Captain Aylmer, Commander of the Swallow , 
brought-into the Downs a Fly - boat belonging to this Fleet, which 
had on board four Companies of the Foot of Collonel Babington's 
Regiment commanded by Major Colambine. They ſaid the Prince 
fail'd from Goree on Thurſday the firſt of November. This Ship had 
the misfortune to ſtrike upon a Sand which had torn off her 
Rudder, without doing her any other Gamage, ſo that ſhe was 
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forced to float as the vo and Scas drove and could hold 
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Novemb. no Courſe, which was the cauſe ofher being taken : And this ſmall 
MAGN piece of good Fortune turn'd to their diſadvantage, men, from the 


number taken in this Ship, concluding that the Dutch Army was 
three times as great, as it really was. R 

The 4th. day being Sunday , and the birth day of the Prince of 
Orarge, the Fleet Drove till Four in the atternoon ; the Morning 
being Spent in Sermons, and other Divine offices: And then ic ſail- 
e1 again to the Welt-ward. 

By this time they found that the Prince of Orange his Declara- 
tion could not be totally ſuppreis'd ; and thereupon one of the 
Scribling Jeſuits put out a Pamphlet againſt it, intituled, The Dutch 
Defion Anatomized, or the Diſcovery of the Wickedneſs and Unjuſtice 
of the intended Invaſion, and a clear Proof, That it is the Intereſt of 
all the King's Subjetts to defend bis Majeſty and their Country againſt 
it, This Author has the Confidence to tellus, That the forged Heads 

the Prince's Declaration , and the Biſhops Ten Propoſals , are 

nown to be the Coutrivance of the ys Enemies, framed on pnrpoſe 
to amuſe the People, and make them believe the ſetting us at rights is 
the only deſign of the Dutch; and till thoſe Propoſals be granted, we 
are not fafe (pag, 29.) So that if the deſign had miſcarried , not 
only the Redreſs of thoſe Grievances was utterly to be diſpaired 
of, but thoſe that had made them to preſerve the King from ruin, 
were already arraigned for his Enemies, and accordingly to be 
treated. Page the 39. If (faith he) our of peewiſh ſtubbornneſs ſome 
will fit ſtill, and not aſſiſt the King in this Funtture, or trayterouſly joyn 
with the Iwvaders, what can they expect from bis vittorious Arms, but 
rhe puniſhment due to their Perfidiouſneſs and Cowardice. © So that here 
was no Mercy for any but thoſe who were very active in the ruin 
of the Invaders; and by what followed upon the Defeat of the 
late Duke of Monmouth, all men were able to make an Eſtimate 
what would be our Deſtiny now.

The 5th. of November the Dutch Fleet paſſed by Dartmouth, and 
it being a hazy foggy Morning, and full of Rain, they over-ſhox 
Torbay where the Prince intended to land, but abour nine of the

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Clock the Weather cleared up, and the Wind changed W. S. W, Nowembs 
and the Fleet ſtood Faſtward, with a moderate Gale, . entring WW 
Torbay, an m_ then about 4 or Foo Sail in Number. This 
Change of th: Wind was obſerved by Dr. Burnet to have been 
of no long duration, but immediately it chopped into another 
Corner, when it had executed its Commiſſion.

330. Tenders, for the carriage of Men, Horſes, Arms, and Ams 
munition : At his firſt Attempt he loſt 400 Horſe in a Storm J 
and a Veſſel was yy with 400 Foot, which after came 
back to the Texel. Hereupon order was given to the Harlem 
and Amſterdam Gazetteers to make a dreadtul Repreſentation of 
this Loſs, which had its effe& upon our credulous Court. The 
Fleet was ſoon got in order again, and failed the firſt of No» 
wember : There lay then an Engliſh Fleet in the Buoy and Nore, 
conſiſting of 34 Sail of Men of War; and there were three in 
the Downs ; but the Wind was at E. N. E. and fo they could 
not get out, and they had no mind beſides to do it. At his 
Landing the People in great numvers from the Shore welcom'd 
his Highneſs with loud Acclamations of Joy. The firſt that Land- 
ed were ſix Regiments of Eng:ih and Scorch, under Mackay, who 
met with no oppoſition, but a hearty Welcome, with all manner 
of Refreſhments. Thus the 5th. 6th. and 7th. of November were 
employed in Landing che Army, the Country-men bringing them 
in Proviſions in great plenty. 

The 6th. of November an Account was ſent from Exeter, That 
the Prince of Orange was marching towards that City ; and 
they being in no Condition to appoſe him, the Biſhop of that Dio- 
ceſs thought fit to leave the Town, and to go to London z which 
ſo pleaſed the King, that he ordered him to be Tranſlated to the 
See of York, which was then vacant, the 16th. of November. 

November the 17th. the King publiſhed this Account of the For- 
ces brought over by the Prince of Orange.

Dr. Burnet was ſent to order the Prieſt and Vicars 
of the Cathedral not to pray for the pretended Prince of Wales, 
which they would not comply with till they were ſeverely threat- 
ned. The fame day the Prince went to the Cathedral, and 
was preſent at the ſinging Te Dewm, after which his Declaration 
was publickly read to the people.

The Souldiery had lived with very little Diſcipline in the

It is truefuch a Stratagem is not now like to take effet, but the 
King and thoſe that wiſh well to the Succeſſion of the Monarchy and the 
pre/ervatien of their Country nu#t meds fear; that there ill be as dange- 
tous Conteſts within the Houſes, as * be in the open Fields ; and 
thereby little can be expeccd from fuch a Parliament, which can 
redound to the publick good of the Kingdom. 

Fourthly, Thoſe Spiritual and Temporal Lords that have ſigned 
this Petition, either have not, or they have conſulted the Prince 
of Orange, before they propoſed this Advice. 

If they have not conſulted him, they ought to ſatisfie the King 
how they can warrant a Ceſſation of 'Arms on the Prince's fide, 
. or how they can hinder him from advancing further to awe De- 
bates in the Houſes, or what affurance they can give, that he will 
acquieſce in the free Deciſion of the matters propoſed, orthat he 
will peaceably depart out of the Land, when things are ſettled , 
and will not pretend a ſtay here, till the vaſt Sums be paidhim 
that he hath expended on- this occaſion ; or laſtly, will not figd 
new occaſions of queſtioning the ſecurity of performance of any 
Agreement.to be made. | 

If they have conſulted the Prince, they ought to ſhew his Com» 
miffion, Authorizing them to make propoſals, or ſhew the Heads 
of thoſe Griev demands to be redrefſed ; for ſome they 
urge in their Petition there are, which diſtract the people ; but I 
© ſuppoſe they are more careful of their Heads, than to own an 
© ſuch correſpondence. 
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Tf theſe Noble Perſons whould have effectually ſaved Effuſion of Novemb 
Blood, they would rather have ufed all their Intereſt to have kepe wy 


the Prince of Orange in his Country, tho' with his Army and Fleer 
infeadinefs, and have obtained his ſending his demands, and have 
waited like duciful Subjects rill che King had convened his Parlia« 
ment, and have tried how Gracious the King would have been 
in redreſling Grievances, and ſecuring Religion and Property,and 
after the King's refuſal there might have been ſome colour for 
his Invaſion, but none upon any pretence whatſoever to have in- 
viced him to it. 

Fifthly, Thoſe who will not openly, and wich a bare facejuſti- 
fie the Prince of Orange's Pretenſions, camor think ir conſiſtant 
with the Honour of che King to ſtoop fo low as to ſummon a 
Parliament at the dire&tion of an Invader, who can never be con- 
ceivedto deſire it with that eagernefs, if he did not judge it-very 
much conduceable to his Intereſt, for which very reaſon the 
King ought to be jealous of fuch Councils. 1 

And | humbly conceive thoſe Peers have not ſufficiently con- 
ſidered how prejudicial this fort of Addreſs may be to the King's 
Aﬀairs, and how much it will conduce to the further alienating 
of che Aﬀections of the Subjeas from the King,when they ſhall 
hear of his denial to comply at preſent with this Expedient, and 
never hear the reaſons thereof, fince they have not divulged his 
Majeſties Gracious Anſwer, together with their Petition; and I 
*am ſure, at this time the pucrting the King upon ſuch a Dilemma, 
*is the greateſt diſſervice can be done him, and very little interior 
"to joining with his Enemies. 

I might add many more A to prove, that the King 
cannot in Honour yield to this Advice, withour quiering that uns 
deniable Prerogative the Laws give him, of making War, orcon- 
cluding peace, if thoſe matters ſhould be ſubmitred to the Arbi- 
triment of the two Houſes; or owning that the Allegiance of his 
Subje&ts did. not bind thenv to afliſt him in the de of his 
Crown and Dominions, without the Votes of a Parliament. - But 
I ſhall conclude with ſome faw Conſiderations T humbly offer to 
thoſe Right Reverend, and Noble Lords, and all thoſe who are 
of the ſame Judgment with them, to refle& upon.

Secondly, Whether ſince the true and original Cauſe of this In- 
valion, and conſequently of-all the Blood jhed theſe Lords fo ear- 
neſtly deſire to prevent, hath not been the denying to concur 
with the King in eſtabliſhing of Liberty of Conſcience, even with 
ſuch ſecurity rothe Proceffant Religion, and Church of England, 
as could be deſired; And whether in all humane probabilicy, chat- 
would not be more conduceable to eſtabliſh the publick Tranqui- 
lity of the Kingdom, and its increal2 in Wealth and People, and 
conſequently. the moſt efficacious means to reduce the. Dutch 40. 
be juſt and tractable Allies and Neighbours, rather then any thing 
can be effected by this Invaſion;; or the truckling to ſuch ayowed 
Enemies to our Country, our Religion, and our King. 

Thirdly, Whether the King's entire Truſt in the Fidelity of his 
own Subjects tor his defence, and not admurting of foreign Aids, 
that were unſought for, proftercd , do nor oblige allthat have any 
tenſe of Graticude or Duty, to aid him tothe very utmoſt againſt 
ſuch Foreigners as fo unnaturally, and fo unjuſtly- invade him ; 
and when it hath pleaſed God to give ſuccels to the King's juſt 
Arms, we are not to doubr, but the King, according to his ſolemn 
promiſe in his late Royal Declaration, will ſpeedily call a Parlias 
ment; and in it redrefs all ſuch Grievances as his people can jult- 
ly complain; of, with a-fu}l and ample ſecurity to the Church of 
Eng/eud , and all his Proteſtant Subjefts , which it will-much 
more be our Intereſt to bave in a truly harmonious, and Free-

1. FT is both certain and evident to all men, that the publick 
peace and Happine%of any State or Kingdom cannot be 
preſerved, where the Laws, Liberties, and Cuſtoms eſtabliſhed 
by the lawful Authority in it, are openly tranſgreſſed and an- 
rulled : Morecſpecially where the Alteration of Rel:gion is endea- 
youred, and that a Relzgion which is contrary to Law, is endea- 
voured to be tatroduced : Upon which thoſe who are.moſt im- 
mediately concerned in it, are indiſpenſably bound to endeavour 
to preſeive and maintain the eſtabliſhed Laws, Liberties and Cu- 
ftoms, and above all, the Religion and Worſhip of God that is eſta- 
blithed among them ; and to take ſuch an efeRtual care, thatthe 
Inhabitants of the ſaid State or Kingdom, may neither be de- 
prived of their Region, nor of their Givil Rights : Which is fo 
much the more neceſſaty, becauſe the Greatnefs and Securi

WWYY upon his coming tothe Crown,received and acknowledged by all 


the Subjects of England, Scotland, and hreland, astheir King, with- 
out the 1:a\t Oppoſition, tho he made. then open Protection of 
the Popiſh Religion; fo he did then promiſe, and folemaly ſwear 
at his Coronation, That he would maintain his SubjeRs in the 
free Enjoyment of their Laws and Libercies; and in particular,

{undry times ſeveral Laws enacted for rhe Preſervation of thoſe 
Rights and Libertiez, and of the Proteſtant Religion ; and amonz 
other Securities, it has been enacted, "That all Perſons wharſo+ 
ever, that are advanced to any E:cleſiaſtical Dignity, or to hear 
Office in either Univerſity, as likewiſe all other that ſhould be 
put in any Imployment, Civil or Military, ſhould declare that 
they were not Papilts, but were of the Proteſtant Religion, and 
that by their taking of the Oaths of Allegiance and Supremacy, and 
the Teſt, yer theſe Evil Counſellors have in effez+ annulled and 


. aboliſhed all choſe Laws, both whith relation to Eccleſiaſtical and 


Civil Employments. 
7. In order to Eccleſiaſtical Dignities and Offices, they have 


not only wichout any colour of Law, but againſt moft expreſs ' 


Laws to the contrary, ſet up a Commiſſion, of a certain number 
of Perſons, to whom they have committed the Cogniſance and 
Direction of all Eccleſiaſtical matters; in the which Commiſſion 
there has been, and {till is one of his Majeſties Miniſters of State, 
who makes now publick profeſſion of the Popiſh Religion,and who 
at the time of his firſt profefiing it, declared that for a great while 
before he had believed that to be the only true Religion. By all 
this, the deplorable State to which the Proteſtant Religion is re- 
duced, is apparent , ſince the Aﬀairs of the Church of England 
are riow put into the hands of perſons who have accepted of a 
Commaithon that is manifeſtly illegal, and who have executed ir 
contrary to all Law; and that now one of their chief Membery 
has abjured the Proteſtant Religion, and declared himſelf a Papift ; 
by which heis become uncapable of holding any publick Imploy- 
ment. 'The ſaid Commiſſioners have hitherto given ſuch proof 
of their Submiſſion to the DireRions given them, chat there isho 
reaſon to doubt, but they will ſtill continue to promote all ſuch 
deſigns as will bg moſt agreeable to them. And thoſe Evil yo

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ſallors take care to raiſe none to any Eccleſiaſtical Dignities, but Nowemb. 
rſons that hayeno Zeal for the Proteſtant Religion, and that now TCAQD + 


ide their unconcernednels for it, under the ſpecious prerence of 
Moderation. The (aid Commiſlioners haveiſuſpendad rhe Biſhop 
of London, only becauſe be refuſed ro obey. an Order that 'was 
ſent him to ſuſpend a worthy Divine, . without:fo much as citing 
him before him to. make his own Defence, or obſerving the com- 
mon forms of Proceſs» They have: turned out a Prefidentcho=« 
ſenby the Fellows of Magralen Calledge, and afterwards all the 
Fellows of that Colledge, without ſo much-as citing thera before 
any Court. that could take legal Cognifatice of that 'Aﬀair , or 
obtaining any Sentence againſt them by a competent Judge. And 
the only reaſon that was given for onatite-lom out, was their

ſpe, and in a due number, not exceeding the limits of the Law, 

| and repreſentto them the Reaſons that made it impoflible for them

4 17- Both We onr ſelves, and our Deareſt and moſt Entirely, 
Beloved Confort the Princefs, have endeavoured to ſignifie, in 

rerms full of reſpe& to the King, the juſt and deep Regret which 

all theſe Proceedings have given us ;, and in Compliance with his 

Mijeſty's deſires ſignified to us, We declared both by Word of 

Mouth, to his avek, and in Writing, what our. Thoughts were 

rouching the Repealing of che Tef and Penal Laws z which wedid 

in ſuch a manner, that we hoped we had propoſed.an Expedient 

by which the Peace of choſe Kingdoms, and a happy agreement 


among 
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among the Subjeats of all Perſwaſions, might have been ſerled : 
but thoſe Evil Counſellors have pur ſuch ill Conſtructions on theſe 
our good Intentions, that they have endeavoured to alienate the 
King more and more from us ; as if We had deſigned to diſturb 
the Quict and Happineſs of the Kingdom. 

18, The laſt and great Remedy for all choſe Evils, isrhe calling 

a Parliament, for {ccuring the Nation againſt the evil Pra&ices 
of thoſe wicked Counſellors : but this could not beyer compaſſed, 
nor can it becafily brought about. For thoſe Men apprehending, 
that a Lawful Parliament being once aſſembled, they would be 
Frought to an account for all their open Violations of Law, and 
for their Plots and Confpiracies againſt rhe Proteſtanc Religion , 
ard the Lives, and Liberties of their Subjes, they have endea- 
voured, under the ſpecious Pretence of Liberty of Conſcience, firſt 
to ſow Diviſions among Proteſtants, berween thole of the Church of 
Exgland and the Diſenters:The defign being laid to engage Proteſt» 
ants, that are all equally concerned, to preſerve themſelves from 
Popiſh Oppreſlion, into mutual Quarrellings, that ſo by theſe 
ſome Advantages might be given to them to bring about their 
Deſigns; and that both in the EleRion of the Members of Pa1lia- 
ment, and afterwards in the Parliament it ſelf. For they fee well, 
that if all Protcſtanrs could enter into a mutual gcod underſtand- 
ing one with another, and concur together in the preſerving of 
their Religion, it would not be poſſible for them ro compals their 
wicked Erds.

When the States General of the United Provices were 1n- 
vadcd in a moſt unjuſt War, uſe their utmoſt endeavours to put 
an end to that War, and that in oppoſition to thoſe who were 
then in the Governmenr ; and by their ſo doing , they run the 
hazard of loſing both the Favour of the Court, and their employ- 
ments: And ſince the Engliſh Nation hasever teſtified a moſt par- 
ticular Aﬀection and Eſteem, both to our Deareſt Conſort the 
Princeſs, and to Our Selves, We cannot excuſe our ſelves from 
Eſpouſing their Intereſts, in a Matter of ſuch high Conſequence;

bis Departwre ſhould happen te be Involumary : If this, I ſay, bad been the 
Law of the Kingdom, it would not only bave been a great advantage to 
Henry the VI.. and made the Nation ring of it, (of which there is alturh 
Silentium 3) but we may be well aſſured, King Edward would nat have 
conferr'd ' Honour , worn the Crown , and takgn the State and —

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the King upon him, till be bad been Re-eſtabliſhed by Parliamems. But that 
be did Exerciſe all As of Soveraignty before the calling of a Parliament, 
appears from Daniel, Stow, and Baker: And when the Parliament was

Henry the Third of France was firſt King of Poland; and hearing .. 


of his Brother's Death, fiole away, without leaving any Deputy : 
But then the Kingdom of Poland. call'd a Dyct, judged it an 
Abdication, and proceeded to the EleQion of a New King, as if he 
had bcen dead. The Inſtances of this nature muſt be very rare ; -but 
who ever heard of a Prince that withdrew himſclf from his People, 
or was forced away, and yet rQ body was put +1 his place? Certainly 
James the Second forcſaw what would follow, and in ſome ſort 
conſented to it, rather than to the fitting of a Parliament.
